The following directions, sup lied by 
Captain Cocker, of the Chinese gun-boat Fe 


hoo, for vessels suproashing the newly opened o 


Port of Pak-hoi, are published in the Gover. 
mant-Gazette of | Saturday :— 


The Port of Kiung-chow, which is com- 
monly called Hoi-how by Foreigners in 
China, is not known by thatname in Hainan,, 
butis called there Haik‘ao,.a fact which it 
ie well for a captain of a vessel to bear in 
mind. The captain’ of 2 vessel starting 
from. Haik‘so, for Pak-hoi ought, before 
weighing anchor, to ascertain tho condition 
of the fidal current which runs East ond 
‘Went and ice versd with great force in the 
Hainan Straits, and in his subsequent 
navigation to make due allowance for its 
effect, : 5 
_ It isthe simplest and safest plan to leave 
in the evening and to~steor from the centrd 


of the Hainan ‘straits west till Haik‘ao is 0 


30 miles distant, so as'to keep absolutely 
olear of any danger off Cape Canto. 

Having gone thus far, a course N. W. 3 W. 
for 34 miles and thena course North for.30 
miles further ought to bring @ steamef about 
daylight to the first land, namely the small 
island calléd on the charts Chayune, but 
‘Anown to Chiness as Ch'ich Yang, This 
island, which is high and bold, lies about 
84 miles: 8,8.E. off Kuan-tow Head in lat, 
20 dog. 64’ N, and eh 109 deg. 13’ £, 
About 7 milos to the N.W, of it is the island 
of Wei~chow, called on the charts Guiechow. 
Though larger in area, ‘the latter island is 
much, less elevated than -Ch'ieh Yang 
(Ohayune), To the ENE. ‘of Wei-chow

about a mile. After passing Ch’ieh Yang

harbour after having reached ebout } of a 
mile to-the West ‘of Kuan-tow Head, a 
vessel should steer for the Northern end of 
the fishing stakes which will now'be teen to 
the N.E. planted athwart the ontranco of 
the harbour ‘in tiers running N.N.W. from 
the village of Tikok fora distance of 830 
yards, taking care not to get into leas water 
than three fathoms, as a‘sand spit runs out 
ina NE, direction from the N.N.W. point 
of the Head; at the same time a vessel must 
not go too far off as there is ‘a sand~bank 
running ‘East’ and West “to thé" N, of the 
fishing stakes.
